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Prospective sponsors with cash to burn 
have approached the Northern NSW federa- 
tion and asked it to set the wheels in motion 
for the formation of Australia’s first East 


Coast Super League. 

ASF, NSW and Queensland federation officials are up 
in arms after receiving copies of a letter, sent by the 
Nothern NSW federation, inviting Canberra City, Inter 
Monaro, Wollongong City, Blacktown, Newcastle Rose- 
bud, Canterbury, Brisbane Lions and Brisbane City te 
join the new league. 

The Northern NSW federation proposes that the East 
Coast Super League be a 10-team competition, involving 
the above-mentioned clubs, a club from Coffs Harbour 
and another from the NSW central coast. 

The clubs from Coffs Harbour and the central coast 
would be formed with the sole aim of participating in 
the proposed new league. The Northern NSW federation 
already has been approached by businessmen prepared 
to form these clubs. 

The reaction of the ASF and the NSW federation has 

_ been swift. 

ASF executive director Brian Emery phoned North- 
ern NSW secretary Helen Lewis last week and said that 
the Northern NSW federation had no permission to 
sound out clubs about the planned new league, 

“we'll write to the Nothern NSW federation this week 
just to find out what it’s intentions are and we'll be 
expressing our dissatisfaction with the proposal in its 
present format,” said Aulden Brown, NSW federation 
secretary. 

But Northern NSW federation treasurer, Ken McNeil, 
doesn’t understand what all the fuss is about. 

“Did anyone say that the NSW federation was wrong 
in approaching one of our clubs, Newcastle Rosebud, to 
join their State League next year? If it’s okay for them 
(NSW) to do that then why isn’t it okay for us to act 
likewise? said McNeil. 

“All we’ve done is sent a letter to clubs asking them to 
react to the proposal that a new league be formed.

“Some people approached us with the idea and we 
thought it was pretty exciting. We felt that teams kicked 
out of the National League this year weren’t given a 
great deal of consideration and in terms of geography, 
Northern NSW is ideally suited to forming an East Coast 
Super League.” 

The letter sent to the eight clubs states, in part: “It is 
generally beleived that the clubs being forced out of the 
NSL competition have not been given a fair and equita- 
ble opportunity of continuing in the National Soccer 
League or an opportunity to continue participation in a 
league of similar standard. Therefore, consideration 
should be given in banding together these clubs and 
other interested clubs to form their own Management 
Committee and run this proposed league. 

“Should sufficient clubs indicate their willingness to 
participate in such a league a meeting of those interet- 
ed clubs will be convened to discuss this league and to 
form a working committee and plan a commencement 
date of the league.” 

And the names of the clubs in the league will be 
geographic names. 

“If our code is ever to develop properly and be identi- 
fied as a top sport in this country, then we must get rid 
of ethnic club names,” said McNeil. 


The formation of the East Coast Super League cer- 
tainly would be a revolutionary move and the Northern 
NSW federation seems to have gone out on a limb with 
this proposal, judging by the initial reactions of the ASF 
and the NSW federation. 

Yet the roots of the NSL are steeped in rebellion. 
Perhaps some of the federation officials presently 
jumping up and down about the proposal should take a 
walk down memory lane. Unless, of course, that these 
officials believe that the NSL has not made a significant 
contribution to the advancement of the code in this 
country.

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'88 for promotion! 
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NSW clubs Yugal and Granville Chile, 
champions of Second and Third Divsiion re- 
spectively, won’t be promoted until 1988. 


That was the shock news released last week by the NSW federa- 
tion which decided that First, Second and Third Division would 
become 1l4-team competitions for 1987. 

The NSW State League (First Division) will comprise the top 
eight teams of 1986 plus the clubs dumped from the National 
League — Blacktown, Wollongong, Canberra, Inter Monaro, 
Canterbury and Newcastle Rosebud. 

Yet, those six ex-NSL clubs haven't formally accepted invita- 
tions from the NSW federation to join State league and have been 
approached to join a proposed East Coast Super League as pointed 
out in our front page story. 


Avala, Polonia, Penrith and Fairy Meadow have been relegated 
to Second Division and will join the top 10 clubs from that league. 
Artarmon and Canterbury have been relegated to Third Division 
and will join the top 11 clubs in that league. King Tomislav has 
been relegated from Third Division and inter-urban First Division 
champion Concordia promoted. 


There are bound to be shock waves caused by the NSW federa- 
tion's decision not to promote Yugal and Granville Chile this year, 
but to promote them at the end of the 1987 season, along with the 
winners of next season's Second and Third Division competitions,

The ramifications of that decision could be most interesting. 
Consider this scenario: 

Yugal and Granville Chile, knowing that no matter how they 
fare next season they will be promoted, decide to save money by 
dumping some of their more expensive players and developing 
their youngsters for the 1988 season, What happens if they finish 
bottom of their respective leagues? 

The answer is simple — the second and third last clubs in those 
leagues will be relegated. What a situation that would then leave 
us with if, say, third last clubs were many points ahead of the 
second last club and both Yugal and Grnville Chile only to find 
themselves relegated while Yugal and Granville Chile are 
promoted! 

Yet the NSW federation will stand by last week's decision.

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The immediate fate of 
many Victorian clubs was 
decided last night (Tues- 
day) by a State League 
board of management 
meeting called to formu- 
late a recommendation on 
the structure of the 1987 
State League. 

That recommendation will 
be presented before a meeting 
of the VSF board of manage- 
ment and is almost certain to 
be adopted. 

The State League board 
meeting had to consider 
whether or not to accommo- 
date a team from the Austra- 
lian Institute of Sport in next 
year’s competition. 

Unfortunately, Press dead- 
lines prevent us from bringing 
you the meeting's recommen- 
dation. But we can tell you 
many aspects of the arguments 
presented for and against in- 
cluding an AIS team in State 
League. 

VSF chairman Michael 
Weinstein has been in close 
contact with AIS director of 
soccer, Jimmy Shouldér, for 
some weeks now and the AIS is 
prepared to either play all its 
games in Victoria or subsidise 
the travelling costs of the 
present Sdate League clubs 
when they go to Canberra. 

The AIS also doesn’t care 
whether or not it plays for 
points within the State League 
competition. 

“It may be the case that the 
State League board of manage- 
ment accepts the AIS into the 
league but that the AIS and the 
other State League clubs play 
in a separate competition, the 
points from which go toward a 
certain trophy,’’ said 
Weinstein. 

I'd heard that there could be 
sponsorship involved if the AIS. 
played in State League and this 
could be what Weinstein was 


hinting at with the words “a 


certain trophy”. 

The matches between all 
other State League clubs would 
be part of the normal State 
League competition. 

The State League board is 
split over the AIS matter. 
That’s apparent after conver- 
sations I’ve had with board 
members recently, 





Some wonder what the AIS 
can do for the State League 
competition. They claim that 
the benefit is extremely one- 
sided, that State League offers 
the AIS a good standard of 
competition in which to contin- 
ue the development of its 
young players but that the AIS 
has nothing in return to offer 
State League clubs. Certainly, 
the problem of dwindling 
crowds in State League won't 
be helped by the presence of 
an AIS team. 

But the problems for the 
State League board don’t stop 
here. . 

Currently, there are 15 
teams in the league — Mel- 
bourne Hungaria and Ring- 
wood Wilhelmina have been 
relegated and Oakleigh and 
Broadmeadows have been pro- 
moted from First Division to 
join the other 12 State League 
clubs and Green Gully, which 
has lost its NSL status. 

Let’s say that the State 
League board decided to in- 
clude the AIS to make it a 16- 
team competition. If it 
doesn't, then a vacancy will 
be, created and you can bet 
your life that the third-placed 
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AIS issue has | 
SF in a fix 





First Division club — Broad- 
meadows — will want to fill 
it. So let’s say that we’ve got a 
16-team league next year, but 
at the end of the season a Mel- 
bourne-based club is relegat- 
ed from the NSL and a 
Victorian club doesn’t take its 
place. That would leave us 
with a 17-team State League, 
and can this annual re- 
structuring simply go on until 
the NSL folds altogether? 

if the cynics are wrong and 
the NSL goes on for years to 
come, clearly the State League 
can't keep getting larger. Even- 
tually, there could be an un- 
even number of teams in the 
league, meaning that there 
would be a bye each league 
round. 

The VSF has to say “‘stop” at 
some stage. 

Now could be the time. 

The State League board also 
had to consider whether or not 
it was in its interests to leave 
the competition in its current 
15-team format. 

Either way, it's a tough deci- 
sion for those board members 
to make.

Ernie Tapai didn’t know what to say, Tony 
Dunkerley was just about crying tears of joy 
and Andrew Zinni couldn’t believe it. 


Tapai and Zinni were abso- 
lutely thrilled last week when I 
phoned to get their reactions to 
being included in the Socceroo 
squad which takes on New Zea- 
land on October 25 and No- 
vember 2 before flying to 
China on November 10 for in- 
ternationals on November 13, 
16 and 18. 

“You're joking! That's great 
news,” said Tapai, the young 
Footscray JUST star.

Last year at this time, when going through my annu- 
al dreamtime ritual of naming the “ideal” team of the 
year, | concluded with with much self satisfaction that 
it was heavily represented in Frank Arok’s national 
team. 


I thought that a good sign because my team is not based on the 
hardy business of getting results and I confess happily that if 
thrown into the cut-throat world of international competition it 
may not win many matches. 


Which means that if “mad dog” Arok thinks the majority of 
such players can compete, we must be making progress in the 
footballing sense. 


Such, [am delighted to say, is much the same case again, even 
with such missing entertainers as Crino, Patikas and Davidson. 

The lone player in my team who is notin Arok's current squad 
aif you also take away players who do not qualify for Australia 
anyway) is Theo Selemidis. 


If the old soccer cliche of “most underrated player” was to be 
translated into an annual award (which perhaps it should, given 
the way commentators and journalists tend to ignore some play- 
ers), Selemidis would win it hands down 


But. visualising a central defence of skill and creativity from 
where useful attacks can be launched, and where tackling is 
based on timing not force and intimidation, | cannot go past the 
Heidelberg veteran at sweeper. 


He has had, from where I sat, a great season — possibly the 
best in his long career which camoufiages his age and betrays, I 
believe, his standing as a potential Socceroo. His many years at 
National League level might suggest to some that he must be 
somewhat geriatric, perhaps in the Joe Watson or Bugsy Nys- 
kohs categories (although I hasten to add that the word is not 
used unkindly in reference to those two find campaigners). 


Selemidis is 27. 


The goalkeeping position, let me reiterate, rarely causes 
problems in this country. We have many of perhaps European 
class and only a hair’s breadth separates my pick, Tony Fran- 
ken, from other reliable and spectacular contenders like 
Greedy, Olver, Banovic and McNally. 


Right back though is a problem, as it is for Arok, for when you 
ook for flank defenders of skill, clasS and a creative instinct 
they are like hen’s teeth. Wally Savor, in the absence of Alan 
Davidson, has been the best of them perhaps approached only 
by Olympic’s very able Martyn Rogers. 


Ror similar reasons Graham Jennings remains the only con: 
tender at left back. 


Leaving Vedran Rozic out of such a side is no small feat to 
justify, but going for a partnership where the tall and-strong, yet 
skilful, Tony Dakos complements the softer identity of Selemt- 
dis. it became a choice between Selemidis and Rozic. 


Midfield is another area where creativity is in reasonable 
abundance. Leaving out men like Raskopoulos, Stosic and Wat- 
son, and indeéd Villani, Vidmar, Odzakov, Cullen and Lowe was 
not easy but the quartet I have in mind would be a sight to 
behold. 


There is not much destruction, only creation and skill in the 
foursome of Tapai, Palacios, Santrac and Estavillo, even if the 
Uruguayan, through his conditioning in the super-rough North- 
ern Division, is rather more macho than the others 


Up front Chris Kalantzis, that great entertainer who al- 
ready was voted SBS’s most entertaining player two years 
ago, is the one man who becomes an automatic choice,

" soccer station”, he isn’t kidding, for 

SEA is soccer to many thousands of 
_ people in Victoria. 

And rightly so too, for where else in Austra- 
lia, er in'the world for that matter would you 
find a radio station that broadcasts soccer in 

23 languages? 
_ ‘fhat's how much seccer coverage has 
grown at this unique station since | first met 
_ Mentes back in 1976. 

_ Montes was working as a salesman at the 
time and in his spare ime broadcasting at the 
fledgling station on the Spanish programme. 

The pregramme had two hours on Satur-

long. drawn-out 
“GOOU0000NCOOOAAAAALLLLE,” and it 
was very colorful. 

Soccer identity John D’ Andrea was the sta- 
tion manager then and Jose and | persuaded 
him that a score service was essential in the 
season, and he cheerfully surrendered five 
minutes of the Italian hour at 6pm en Satur- 
days and Sundays, and that service has run at 
least that time ever since, courtesy of the 
ftalians. aie 

That was always the spirit that prevailed at 
3EA in the early days and when Montes start- 
ed to broaden the scope and started getting 
reports from overseas, other language pro- 
grammes had to be asked to give up some of 
their time, and they nearl¥ always obliged. 

The fate Waiter Sehauble, a veteran Ger- 
man broadcaster, used to have a one-hour 


he persuaded me to kick off a

news programme in the afternoons, and soc- 
cer's next lucky break came when one day he 
asked Montes if he could find enough sport to 
fill 15 minutes. Could he what! Imagine having 
I$ minutes every weekday to talk about your 
favourite topict 

Thanks to the two best broadcasting sys- 
tems in the world, Germany’s Deutsche Welle 
and Britain’s BEC, we were never short of 
excellent tapes an every sport under the sun, 
because when we ran short of soccer materi- 
al, we covered everything else. You name it, 
we did it — from motor racing to downhill 
Slaloms — and at times we even included 
cricket, which must have bewildered more 
than a few. 

It wasn’t long befere the management be- 
gan to appreciate that the listeners wanted 
ywnore and more soccer, and soon we were do- 
ing fate night and early morning broadcasts 


and by the 1980s we had jaunched into a full 
hour of soccer every Monday at 3pm. 


The Monday afternoon programme, which 
included reports from all the National League 
matches around the country, and the Friday 
evening preview, both were knocked on the 
head when a top-brass decision was made bar- 
ring English language programmes between 
Zam and ilpm. The people who administer 
ethnic broadcasting appear to be nnaware of 


_the wants of the soccer public, They also seem 
" {o be unaware that all ef 3EA’s soccer follew- 
ing, which is enormous, can understand Enp- 


lish, whatever a listener’s background, 

Here I have to pay tribute to Montes. The 
man is a born communicator. When he was 
barn in Buenos Aires I reckon that they stuck 
a microphone in his hand instead of a dummy 
and it's been there ever since. 

When [ first went to broadcast live with him 
ft was petrified, but [ needn't have worried. He 
was superb and we soon clicked. I suppose 
people would find it hard to believe, but we 
worked together two and three times a week 
for over nine years and we never once had a 
script. Very often, one or even both of us 
would arrive a mere five minutes before a 
broadcast and we wouldn’t even discuss the 
programme, After a while I could read him 
like a book, and [ almest knew what he was 
going to say before it oame out. 

We used to play a little game too, where he 
was the goodie and I was the baddie. He'd 
Start praising someone in soccer, the national 
coach, say, and fd butt in and start to criticise 
him. Then the argument would start and 
wauld get listeners in to the extent that they 
even have stopped Montes in the street and 


said: “You must hate that bastard Shorrock! 
Why den’t you shut him up?” 

It wasn’t planned, It was entirely spontane- 
ous and what made it hilarious sometimes 
was that since English is a second language to 
Montes who is beautifully fluent in the ro- 
mantic language, he would occasionally botch 
an idiom or get a phrase back to frent. He was 
getting very indignant one day about the 
Press facilities at a certain ground and it was 
all very solemn untit he said: “There's no 
room at all in the box-press,” and all of us — 
producer, engineer, aaa everyone — broke up. 
SEA was great fun in those days. 

One night we were chatting away, tetally 
immersed in the subject untii we realised 
when we said we would pause for a musical 
break that the engineer had left. He'd gone to 
the tailet and forgotten al about us and didn’t 
come back for 15 minutes, which is a lifetime 
on radio, 

The rapport we established even survived 
the Faikiands conflict in 1982. We never let 
the fact that our two countries were at war 
bother us. I drew a chaik-line across the fleer 
of the studia and told him to keep to his side 
and I'd keep to mine. Unfortunately, the door 


was in my half, but I-guaranteed him safe 


passage when he wanted to ge te the toilet. 

SEA broke new ground in 1978 with the very 
first Hve broadcast of a soccer match from 
overseas in a foreign language — a Yugoslav 
First Division match involving Red Star. As 
usual, Montes sold it brilliantly, Promotional 
spots the week before I told listeners to ring 
up fer a free T-shirt or LP, and on the night 
five extra telephones were manned by Serbo- 
Croat speaking volunteers, It was a great suc- 
cess, The phones were jammed with callers 
for the whole duration of the broadcast and 
weeks after, people were complaining that 
they had waited up to 15 minutes just to get 
through, 

That set the pattern and the Sunday night 
match became an institution, with games 
from Greece, Italy, Turkey, you name it, in 
fact from 23 different countries, 

But ail European countries play on Sundays, 
and there was no Saturday night match until 
one day Jose said to me: “Wait a minute, don’t 
the British Leagues play on Saturdays?” Well, 
of course they do, so he was on te the BBCina 
flash, and that was the start of the mest popu- 
far programe ever broadcast by EA.

There is a rule in the Broadcasting Act that 
Says you can’ close down a station at night 
and then reopen it again two or three hours 
Kater, so we used te take over at 11.3¢pm, after 
the last ethnic programme closed, and discuss 
facal topics until we picked up the BBCs Sat- 
urday afiernoen programme ‘Grandstand’ 
which, in the northern winter, covers a wide 
range of sport, including progress scores from 
all the soccer grounds, until going over live to 
the second half of the match of the day. Then. 
at 5pm English time, we would relay the clas- 
sified British results and finally totter off to 
bed around 3am. It was wearisome, but it was 
worthwhile and many a Sunday Pd be at a 
local game, and some eager fan would came 
up to me and say: “Les how did Burnley go? I 
fell asleep before the scores came on.” 


That programme was dropped for the fast 
British season enly because of the dispute be- 
tween the British stations and the Football 
League, but it could be back seon, 


Of course, all this was in pre-amalgamation 
days, but when I asked Montes about how he 
thought amalgamation with the ABC weuld 
affect 3EA, he seemed quite unperturbed.

“I think that it will afiect TV far more than — 
it affects us,” he said. ‘in fact, § don’t think — 
radio wil be affected at all.”

“The Budget has affected us in another way, 
though,” says Montes, “because of reduced 
funds we have had to refuse some early-round 
matches in the various European Cups, but 
we'll be providing the usual service in the 
later rounds,” 


He also telis me that he is very hopeful of 
starting a new programme in the next Nation- 
al League season, that will incinude a live 
broadcast of the second half of one of the 
games. 


In fact, John Abell, 3EA’s new manager, 
who is kindly disposed to soccer, is going to 
Sydney this week to discuss both that and the 
possibility of re-starting the British 
programme. 

One fact soccer fans tan be assured of — as 
long as Jase Montes is at 3EA soccer always 
will be uppermost in his mind. 
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SIR — 

On August 16 this year the 
Victorian League Division 
Four match between Eltam 
and Bulleen at North Eltham 
was abandoned at half time be- 
cause of the ground becoming 
unplayable due to torrential 
rain. 

This game normally would 
be replayed later in the season 
as laid down under VSF rule

Now, the result of the game 
will not alter either team’s

Incidentally, VSF rule 17 (a) 
states that all clubs shall meet 
one another twice in their re- 
spective leagues, on a home 
and away basis. Therefore, it 
seems to me that the VSF is 
flouting its own rules in scrub- 
bing this fixture. 

There is an interesting side- 
light to this affair. The Bulleen 
club objected to the abandon- 
ment of the game and lodged a 
protest against the referee’s 
decision, claiming that he was 
influenced by officials of 
Eltham. The matter was heard 
by, the Investigative and Disci- 
plinary committee which di-

rected the game be replayed 
as, In its view, the referee was 
quite correct. The committee 
also fined Bulleen $50 for lodg- 
ing a frivolous protest. 

I understand that the only 
way an I & D committee's deci- 
sion can be overturned is by 
recourse to the Appeals Board, 
not by the stroke of a pen by a 
Soccer House bureaucrat, 
whicir I believe is what hap- 
pened in this case. 

Will the finé on Bulleen be 
wiped out in similar fashion?

FA backs Luton 


English club Luton 
Town was given permis- 
sion last week to ban visit- 
ing <:upporters from its 
stadium for FA Cup 
matches this season, just 
48 hours after organisers 
of a lesser competition de- 
clined to accept the club’s 
plans for beating crowd 
violence. 

First Division Luton, whose 
novel idea to ban all except its 
own fans has received govern- 
ment and public support, early 
last week withdrew from the 
Littlewoods Cup, formerly the 
League Cup, because it refused 
to accept conditions laid down 
by the Football League, which 
runs the competition. 

The League's management 
committee, which originally 
threw Luton out of the tourna- 
ment, agreed to readmit the 
club, but only if it played its 
next home game on neutral 
ground or at the opposition 
team’s stadium. 

Luton refused the compro- 
mise and its second-round 
meeting with Cardiff City auto- 
matically was awarded to the 
Third Division team: 

In an effort to avoid crowd 
violence, Luton, about 48 kilo- 
metres, north of London, has 
introduced a membership card 
system of admission to its 
home games and has banned 
visiting supporters. 

English FA officials said last 
week that their prestigious FA 
Cup competition was prepared 
to recognise Luton’s stand 
against fan bare aS

Cup and FA Cup are similar. In 
each case, the visiting club has 
to be allocated 25 percent of 
match tickets, the clause on 
which the Football League 
based its objection to Luton's 
project.

But following extensive inquiries, 
the Parkhead side is now satisfied that 
it is safe to travel to the Soviet Union.

This impressive revival has 
hoisted it to fifth from bottom 
— and the side which has 
taken Villa’s place at the foot 
of the table is McNeill’s pre- 
vious club Manchester City. 

McNeill would be the first to 
agree that a breath of fresh air 
was what Villa needed most of 
all as former manager Graham 
Turner had run out of ideas 
and the players were running 
round like headless chickens. 

He would also admit it has 
been helped by the return to 
fitness of the inspirational 
Andy Gray, a free-scoring for- 
ward whose do-or-die attitude 
helped Everton win the title in 
1985. 

But the captain of Celtic’s 
European Cup-winning side in 
1967 can still take the credit
